President Now Favors 
Peace Proclamation 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 12.—President 
Harding inclines to the belief that it 
will in the end be found advisable 
to issue a peace proclamation, accord- 
ing to a statement made at the White 
House today. The question, however, 
is a delicate one, and Attorney Gen- 
eral Daugherty has as yet been un- 
able to make a complete report on 
the situation. 

The question of whether a formal 
proclamation is necessary is continu- 
ally cropping out with regard 
questions of the validity of war-time 
legislation and has éven made its in- 
fluence felt in connection with sug- 
gested action by the Administration. 

For example, it has been proposed 
to continue the operations of the 
Shipping Board under the Emergency 
Fleet Corporation, but a question has 
arisen as to whether the law bringing 
the Emergency Fleet Corporation into 
existence is still in effect.

Quick Action Balked by Democrats. 


As'soon as the President had with- 
drawn, Senator Penrose moved to re- 
commit the Bonus bill. Democratic 
friends of the measure, huwever, at- 
tacked the proposal and no vote was 
réached today. Several Senators will 
speak tomorrow against recommitment. 
but those who favor this action in ac- 
eord with Mr. Harding’s wishes say they 
have enough votes pledged to send the 
measure back to committee. 

The chief speakers today for passage 
of the bill were Robinson of Arkansas 
and Jones of New Mexico. Both argued 
that the soldiers were entitled to the 
bonus and that it was the duty of the 
country tc pay at the earliest possible 
moment. Senator Robinson said that 
‘fn his opinion if the bill was, recom- 
/mitted it would be its death knell. Sen- 
ator King of Utah, another Democrat, 
thought the President had done a cour- 
ageous thing in making the appeal. 

It was just 2 oclock when the Presi- 
Gent entered the Senate Chamber. Near- 
‘ly every Senator was in his seat and 
there was a sprinkling of Representa- 
tives in the rear. The galleries were 
crowded. All rose when the President 
entered and applauded. 

The President read his address from 
manuscript and his hearers gave close 
attention. There was a burst of hand- 
clapping when be finished. 

Text of the President's Address. 


Following is the text of President 
Harding’s address: 

Mr. President, and gentlemen of the 
Benate: . 

There has come to my attention the 
pending unfinished business before the 
Senate, and it is an imperative duty to 
convey to you the probable effect of the 
passage at this time of the proposed act, 
providing for adjusted compensation to 
our service men in the World War. If 
this measure could be made effective at 
the present time without disaster to the 
nation’s finances and without hindrance 
to imperative readjustment of our taxes 
it would present an entirely different 
question than that which is before you. 

In a personal as well as a public man- 
ner, which ought to be a plight of good 
faith, I have commended the policy of 
generous treatment of the, nation’s de- 
ferders, not as a part of any contract, 
not as the payment of a debt which is 
owing, but as a mark of the nation’s 
gratitude. Every obligation is to the 
disabled and dependent. 

In such reference as has been made to 
general compensation there has been a 
reservation as to the earliest consistent 
time for such action if it is taken. Even 
without such reservation, however, a 
modified view would be wholly 
fiable at the present moment, because 
the enactment of the compensation bill 
‘im the midst of the struggle for read- 
justment and restoration would hinder 
every effort and greatly imperil the 
financial stability of our country. More, 
this mepacing effort to expend billions 
in gratuities will imperil our capacity to 
discharge our first obligations to those 
we must not fail to aid. 

I am addressing the Senate directly 
because the problem, is immediately

the Hendon Fire Brigade, gave the fol- 
lowing account of the accident: 

‘““I saw the machine burst into flames | 
as it struck the ground. The time was | 
about 6:20 P. M. A moment or two} 
earlier, while Hawker was flying over 
Lurnt Oak, he appeared to be in diffi« 
culty and was evidently trying to land | 
in a field about a mile and a half from | 
the Hendon aerodrome. 

‘““As the machine got nearer to the 
ground Hawker must have seen the 
people sitting on the dry grass, and he 
did his best to avoid them. In doing 
so his machine began to spin, and then, 
as he got nearer to the ground, began 
to sway from side to side. 

“This went on for about 200 yards, 
while the machine was still quite close 
to the ground, and then it came crashing 
down. 

‘There was a burst of flame from the 
petrol tank and a moment later the 
grass in the field was all ablaze. 

‘“Hawker fell clear of the machine 
and lay about 100 yards or so away, the 
flames from the burning grass scorching 
him. 

‘““A doctor and some police rushed to 
his rescue and beat out the flames. 

““ Hawker died, however, in the doc- 
tor’s arms without regaining conscious- 
ress. Both his legs were broken.’’ 

Alfred G. Whittall, an aeroplane 
mechanic, witnessed the occurrence from 
a small hill a short distance from the 
spot wnere Hawker fell. 

‘‘ Hawker was flying from Hendon to 
Edgware,’ said Whittall. ‘‘ He was at 
a height which I should judge to have 
been between 4,000 and 7,000 feet. 

‘‘T was watching his machine at the 
time and suddenly I saw flames shoot 
out from the engine. 

‘* Hawker knew, of course, that he was 
in a position of desperate peril. He shut 
off the engine nad side-slipped in an at- 
tempt to put out the flames. 

‘*The machine came down in flames 
and I hurried at once to the spot. 
Hawker had fallen thirty feet away 
from the airplane. 

‘‘He was still alive when I arrived, 
but he lived only for about ten min- 
utes.”’ 

Harry Hawker will always be remem- 
bered as a man who gambled coura- 
geously with death. Among his friends, 
and to a large section of the sport-loving 
public, he was known as ‘‘ the man who 
won't be killed.’’ He took great risks 
with a gallant and light heart, and he 
had more escapes from death than most 
men who have piloted airplanes or 
driven a racing car. 

Hawker’s career was full of daring 
events. He flew on a Farman biplane 
as long ago as 1912. In 1913 he won 
the altitude contest at Hendon, making 
7,400 feet, 
10,500 feet with two passengers. 

In 1914 he had an accident at Brook- 
lands, falling a thousand feet. 

During the war Hawker carried out 


tests for the Sopwith Aviation Company, 
and it was in a Sopwith machine that 
he achieved the great height of 24,408 
feet at Brooklands in 1917. 

Those who knew. the airman loved 
him. He was a delightful companion 
and a stanch friend. 

A lifelong teetotaller and non-smoker, 
he had perfect control of his nerves. At 
the time when flying was in its infancy 
he did great things, and his love of the 
air increased as he grew older. ;

LONDON, July 12.—Eamon de Va- 
lera arrived in London this evening for 
his meeting with Lloyd George on 
Thursday and he received a great re- 
ception at Euston Station from Irish- 
men and women living here. He is ac- 
companied by Arthur Griffith, Vice 
President of the Sinn Fein; Austin Stack 
and R. C. Barton, both Irish members 
of Parliament, as peace envoys, and by 
Lord Mayor O'Neill of Dublin, Count 
Plunkett and Erskine Childers. 

The party occupied a reserved saloons 
but no other difference was made be- 
tween it and ordinary travelers. 

As the hour for the train's arrival 
approached the Irish began to gather 
at Euston Station. Access to the plat- 
form was free to all, and one old Irisn 
woman carried on a brisk trade in little 
Irish flags. A deputation from an Irish 
society attended with a large Sinn Fein 
flag, but it was completely engulfed as 
the crowd surged forward to the train 
as it drew in. 

De Valera was standing at the door 
of his carriage as the train came to a 
stop. Immediately he was seen there 
burst forth a volley of cheers. The 
demonstration was entirely unorganized 
andy there were no police to keep it in 
check.” Between 500 and 1,000 enthusi- 


| astic Irish were crowding the platform 


and they elbowed each other and 
crushed past each other to get near 
their hero. Shout after shout went up 
and de Valera stood at the carriage en- 
trance wondering how he could get 
through his excited supporters. 


Police Make Way for Him. 


At length half a dozen railway police 
came up and forced their way through 
the crowd. They pushed it back a lit- 
tle way and formed a space for de 
Valera to alight. Then they made a 
circle around him and bore him by 
main force toward the taxicabs. 

He was smiling and bowing as he 
went, but in the intense heat it was 
more than human flesh and blood could 
stand to endure such a vociferous wel- 
come pleasantly. The excitement was 
ccnfined to the station itself; outside 
where on other similar occasions notable 
visitors have received their warmest 
cheers the passers-by paid little atten- 
tion. 

The Irish leader became separated 
from his friends and stopped his auto- 
mobile to make inquiries for them. 
Photographers, who had had no chance 
In the confusion at the Station, besought 
him to put his head out of a window. 

“And is it his head you're talking 
about? '"’ exclaimed a priest. ‘ Sure, his 
head is too good and too glorious for 
any newspaper.’”’ 

Nevertheless, the photographers worked 
their will. 

De Valera and his party had booked 
rooms at the Grosvenor Hotel, and all 
across London the newspaper men pur- 
sued them in taxicabs. Atop of one 
was a moving picture camera fixed on a 
high tripod, but it never got near enough 
to work, though one enthusiastic Irish- 
man hung on the back of de Valera’s 
automobile the whole way. 

Inside it were de Valera, Art. O’Brien, 
President of the Irish Self-Determina- 
tion League of London; Mrs. O’Brien. 
No one recognized the party during their 
progress. At Grosvenor, however, ten 
Irish ladies knew their hero was com- 
ing and greeted him with cries of ‘‘ Up 
de Valera!" ‘‘ Up Sinn Fein!’ 

In the hotel de Valera registered him- 
self as of Irish nationality. 

Though De Valera and his colleagues 
have not accepted the British Govern- 
ment’s offer of hospitality they were 
driven from Euston Station to Grosvenor 
Hotel in a motor car which had been 
sent by Lloyd George. 

Erskine Childers, who accompanied the 
Irish leader as liaison cfficer with the 
press, is the author of the novel ‘‘ The 
Riddle of the Sands,’’ which had great 
~vogue before the war, purporting to 
show in popular form German prepara- 
tion to challenge British supremacy on 
the seas. 

As the Sinn Fein leaders passed Buck- 
ingham Palace on the way to the Gros- 
venor Hotel De Valera’s attention was 
called to the Palace and the Victoria 
Memorial. He leaned forward with in- 
terest. but made no comment.

Family Positive He Did Not Sign 
Note at 1912 Convention, 
as Woman Charges. 


Inspector Coughlan, 
tective Bureau, yesterday sent a tele- 
gram to the police of Hillsdale, Ind., 
requesting the arrest of Mrs. Emma 
Richardson Burkett at her home there 
on a charge of forging the name of the 
late Theodore Roosevelt as an endorse- 
ment on a promissory note for $69,900, 
which the woman said she had loaned 
to one Charles J. Shunson in the pres- 
ence of Colonel Roosevelt at the Prog- 
ressives’ convention in Chicago on 
June 21, 1912. 

This aetion followed an investigation 
made by John T. Dooling, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, on the request’ of Mrs. 
Roosevelt and George Emlen Roosevelt, 
a cousin. Mr. Roosevelt explained to 
District Attorney Swann that in Octo- 
ber, 1919, Mrs. Burkett had made a de- 
mand for the money on Mrs. Roosevelt 
and himself, as executors of the estate. 

Mr. Dooling said yesterday that in 
communications received by the execu- 
tors from Mrs. Burkett she had said 
that Shunson represented himself to her 
as a veteran of Colonel Roosevelt's 
Rough Riders in the Spanish-American 
War, and that it was only because of 
Colonel Roosevelt's endorsement that 
she loaned Shunson the money. 

Mrs. Burkett added, according to Mr. 
Dooling, that she had made no effort 
t» collect the $69,900 before the death of 
Colonel Roosevelt because the note did 
not fall due until June, 1920, but that 
since his death she had been unable to 
learn the whereabouts of Shunson, whom 
she believed to be in France. The money 
was loaned at 7 per cent. and Shunson 
paid interest instalments, according to 
ker statementg, up to June, 1917. 

Mrs. Burkett said that she was living 
at 407 Harman Avenue, Danville, IIL, 
at the time she loaned the money and 
that she was called to Chicago for the 
purpose of making the loan by James G. 
Payton, a Justice of the Peace of Dan- 
ville.

Signature Called Forgery. 


Mr. Dooling said that relatives, bank- 
ers and handwriting experts familiar 
with Colonel Roosevelt's writing had said 
that the alleged endorsement of the for- 
mer President was a forgery. Members 
of the Roosevelt family also had pointed 
out, Mr. Dooling said, that the signature 
was preceded by the title ‘‘ Col.,”’ which 
Mr. Roosevelt never was known to have 
used in signing any personal, officia 
or business documents. 

The Assistant District Attorney 
quoted members of the Roosevelt famiiy 
as saying that they were with him dur- 
ing his stay in Chicago at the conven- 
tion in the Surnmer of 1912, and were 
certain that he did not sign a document 
of any kind. The investigation also re- 
vealed, Mr. Dooling said, that for 
eighty-eight continuous hours of the 
time Mr. Roosevelt was in Chicago he 
went without sleep, and during all of 
that period ‘members of his family were 
ar his side. 

Mr. Dooling added that the investiga- 
tion had revealed that there never was 
any such person as Charles J. Shunson 
known to relatives or friends of Roose- 
velt either at the convention or any 
other place, and that a search of the 
rester of the Rough Riders failed to re- 
veal a soldier of that name. 

He said that Justice of the Peace Pay- 
ton of Danville, Ill., had denied that he 
was in Chicago at the time of the con- 
vention, and had never telephoned, wrote 
or communicated with Mrs. Burkett to 
come to Chicago or any other place to 
make a loan to Shunson or anybody else. 


The Assistant District Attorney made} 


known that in filing a claim for the 
money against the estate, Mrs. Burkett 
had forwarded a statement of the man- 
ner in which she came into possession of 
the money, and attached a letter which 
she alleged restricted her as to the 
manner in which she was to make the 
loan. 

He said that Mrs. Burkett had stated 
that many years before the date of the 
alleged loan her uncle, Henry Green 
Richardson, had left his home in Dan- 
ville for Alaska. Before he started, she 
added, he placed in her custody a -tin 
box, and instructed her not to open it 
until his return or until she had offi- 
cial proof of his death. 


Box Contained $70,000. 


Mr. Dooling said that Mrs. Burkett’s 
statement went on to set forth that 
shortly before the opening of the con- 
vention she received word that her uncle 
had died in Alaska and opened the box. 
She said, according to Mr. Dooling, that 
she found the box contained $70,000 in 
money, in addition to a letter from her 
uncle, which she forwarded to the ex- 
ecutors of the Roosevelt estate in sub- 
stantiation of her claim. 

The Assistant District Attorney said 
that this letter instructed Mrs. Burkett 
to avoid placing the $70,000 in banks and

the end of a rope just in time to prevent | 
him entering a loft which valuable mer- 
chandise was stored. 

Detectives of the West Thirtieth Street 
Station, to whom the uniformed men 
turned over their captives, said that 
three of them had records and that the 
quartet undoubtedly were the “ air- 
plane’ burglars who have perpetrated 
silk robberies in which they have accu- 
mulated plunder worth $150,000 in the 
last few months. In every one of the 
robberies of which they are suspected 
| confederates have swung the most dar- 
jing member of the band from a roof to 
| the window of a store or loft. 

In each case ingress has been had by 
smashing the glass of the window with 
the swinging rope, and crawling in 
through the jagged hole, thus avoiding 
the setting off of burglar alarms which 
would have brought watchmen and 
policemen swarming upon them. 

The early morning battle on the lofty 
roof, with only an occasional cry or 
groan and the staccato stabbing of pistol 
flashes through the darkness reached 
the street, caused great excitement in 
the neighborhood and brought a knot 
of curious persons to cheer the police- 
men as they at last made thelr way 
slowly down the fire escape with their 
battered prisoners. 


Telephones For Aid 


Patrolman Michael Kellerman patrol- 
ling through West Thirty-eighth Street 
caught a glimpse of the men as they 
worked their cautious way up the fire 
escape. Realizing that his chances of 
capturing them single-handed were 
slight, Kellerman ran to a patrol box 
and telephoned to the precinct station 
house for aid. Meantime a woman liv- 
ing in an apartment in West Thirty- 
seventh Street had telephoned to head- 
quarters and the alarm had been shot 


tc the West Thirtieth Street station. 

Sergeant Randolph and a half dozen 
patrolmen were sent on the run. They 
arrived at 44 West Thirty-eighth Street 
to find Kellerman already starting the 
ascent, heedless of the possibility that 
the four men might be lying in wait for 
him on the roof. 

When the little party of bluecoats de- 
ployed on top of the structure they at 
first saw no signs of their quarry. Not 
daring to use their flashlights, lest they 
make themselves the target for desperate 
men, they groped about for some min- 
utes as noiselessly as they could. 

Suddenly in thé-deep shadows at one 
side of the building they saw a patch 
darker than the surrounding gloom 
which proved to be three men prone on 
the roof, intent upon their work and 
quite unaware that danger was so near 
them. 

Their clubs gripped in their left hands, 
their pistols drawn and ready, the police- 
men crept cautiously toward the roof’s 
edge. They were almost upon the trio 
when their approach was discovered. 
Scrambling to their feet, the burglars 
turned upon them and fought 
viciously. At first in the melee the 
Policemen, fearing they might shoot 
each other, did not dare discharge their 
weapons. But now and then as one got 
an opportunity he let drive. Bullets 
whizzed in the darkness, but missed their 

'marks; but now and then a club thudded 
'on one of the robbers’ heads and at last 
the three, beaten to their knees, threw 
up their hands and surrendered.

‘“‘I do not wish the Chamber to ad- 
journ without receiving a communica- 
tion the importance of which all the 
world recognizes. Yesterday, while I 
was in this tribune, the Chargé d’Af- 
faires of the United States went to the 
Foreign Office to invite France to take 
part in a conference, to’ be held in Wash- 
ington, to study the limitation of arma- 
ments on sea and land. 

‘I wish to express thanks 
Chief of State who has invited 
thus rendering homage to her pacific 
spirit, and I am sure that I interpret 
the wish of Parliament in thanking him 
for having taken this noble step. There 
is no need to say that the French Gov- 
ernment will participate in this confer- 
ence, happy to show once more the pro- 
found love of France for peace. 

“It will seek with its Allies 
of limiting the crushing armaments 
from which the peoples of the world 
suffer, always keeping in mind the con- 
citions of security we must have. Per- 
heps we shall find an opportunity of 
securing the accords so much desired 
among all peoples and which will guar- 
antee peace.

As a sentimental interest attaches to 
Armistice. Day’ on the part of all the 
principal allied and associated powers, 
it is believed that there will be cordial 
agreement with the sugeestion of that 
anniversary for the opening-.of what is 
caming to be regarded in advance as one 
of the greatest international gatherings 
that the world has ever seen. 

That day is to be the occasion of sol- 
emn ceremonies in connection with the 
interment in the Arlington National 
Cemetery of the body of the unknown 
American soldier. Marshal Foch, who 
has accepted the Invitation of the 
American Legion to visit the-United 
States, will be present at the interment 
and it is taken for granted that all the 
distinguished statesmen who will par- 
ticipate in the international conference 
will also attend. 

Formal notice from the French 
ernment that it is favorable to the pro- 
posal for the conference reached the 
State Department this afternoon. This 
is the first official response received by 
the Government since the President's 
proposal was extended in a definite way. 
Similar responses from other Govern- 
ments are expected and no significance 
is attached to any seeming delay.

Our Government must undertake no 
obligation which it does not intend to 
meet. No Government fiat will pay our 
bills. The exchanges of the world tes- 
tity today to that erroneous theory. 
We may rely on the sacrifices of pa- 
triotism in war, but today we face mar- 
kets, and the effects of supply and de- | 
mand, and the inexorable laws of 
credits in time of peace. 


At the very moment we are obliged

Definite obligations, amounting to 
$7,500,000,000 in war savings certifi- 
cates, Victory bonds and _ certificates 
covering floating indebtedness, are to 
mature in the two years immediately 
following, and the overburdening of the 
Treasury now means positive disaster 
in the years immediately before us. 
Merest prudence calls out in warning. 

Our greatest necessity is a return to 
the normal ways of peace activities. A 
modest offering to the millions of ser- 
vice men is a poor palliative to more};

The slump which is now upon us is an 
inevitable part of war's aftermath. It 


has followea in the wake of war since 
the world began. There was the un- 
avoidable readjustment, the inevitable 
charge-off, 
losses in the wake of high prices, the 
inexorable deflation which inflation had 
preceded. 

It has been wholly proper to seek to 
apply Government relief to minimize the 
hardships, and the Government has 


aided wherever possible, and is aiding | 


now, but all the special acts ever 
drenmed of, all the particular favors 
ever conceived, will not avoid all the 
distresses nor ward off all the losses. 
The proper mental state of our people 
will commit us resolutely and confi- 
dently to our tasks, and definite assur- 
ances as to faxation and expenditure 
will contribute to that helpful mental 
order. The only sure way to normalcy 
is over the paths nature has marked 
throughout all human experience. 

With the approval of Congress the 
Executiv. branch of the Government has 
been driving toward that decreased ex- 
penditure which is the most practical 
assurance of diminished taxation. With 
enthusiastic resolutoin your administra- 
tive agents are making not only 
conscientious effort to reduce the calt 
for appropriations, but to reduce the 
cost of Government far below the ap- 
propriations you have already provided. 
It is easy to believe that the only way 
to diminish the uurdens which the peo- 
ple must pay is to cut the outlay in 
which public monies are expended. War 
is not wholly responsible for stagger- 
ing -osts; it has merely accentuated the 
menace which lies in mounting cost of 
Government and excesses in expenditure 
which a_ successful private business 
would not tolerate. 

I can make you no definite promise in 
figures today, but I can pledge you. a 
most conscientious drive to reduce Gov- 
ernment cost by many millions. It 
would be most discouruging to those 
who are bending their energies to save 
millions to have Congress add billions 
to our burdens at the very beginning. 


Would Await Debt Settlements. 


Even were there not the threatened 
paralysis of our treasury, with its fatal 
reflexes on all our activities which con- 
cern our prosperity, would it not be 


better to await the settlement of our 
foreign loans? At such a time it would 
be a bestowal on the part of our Gov- 
ernment when it is able to bestow. 

The United States participates in none 
of the distributable awards of war, but 
the worid owes us heavily, and will pay 
when restoration is wrought. If the re- 
storation falls would bankruptcy at- 
tends. I believe the world restoration is 
possible, but only with honest, diligent 
work in productivity on the one hand, 
and honest and diligent opposition to 
needless public ex »enditure on the other. 

If the suggested recommitment of this 
measure bore the merest suggestion of 
neglect or a hint of national ingratitude, 
I would not urge it. It has been my 
privilege to speak to Congress on our 
obligations to the disabled and depen- 
dent soldiers and the Government's deep 
desire to prove its concern for their wel- 
fare. I should be ashamed of the Re- 
public if it failed in its duty to them. 
Neither armistice nor permanent peace 
puts an end to the obligations of Gov- 
ernment to its defenders or the obliga- 
tions of citizens to the Government. 
Mindful of these things, the Adminis- 
trative branch of the Government has 
not only spoken, it has acted and has 
accomplished.

These figures suggest neither neglect 
nor ingratitude. It is more than the en- | 
tire annual cost of ‘Federal Government | 
for many years following the‘Civil War, 
and challenges every charge of failure 
to deal considerately with our nation’s | 
defenders. 1 do not recite the figures | 
to suggest that it is all we may do, or| 
ultimately ought to do. It is inevitable | 
that our obligations will grow and grow | 
enormously. We never have neglected | 
and never will neglect the dependent | 
soldier, and there is no way to avoid 
time’s remorseless classification. 

Contemplating the tremendous liability 
which the Government will never shirk, 
I wouldt be remiss in my duty if I failed 
to ask Congress to pause at this par- 
ticular time, rather than break down 
our Treasury, from which so much is 
later on to be expected.

PARIS, July 12 (Associated Press).— 
The League of Nations Commission for 
the reduction of armaments is due to 
meet in Paris on Saturday next, and 
all preparations have been made for the 
meeting, according to M. Viviani, but 
President Harding’s action constitutes 


a new fact of a nature that changes 
the whole face of the situation. 

As President of the commission, and 
consequently the mere mandatary of the 
League, M. Viviani said he did not have 
the right to adjourn the session on his 
own responsibility and such initiative 
must come from the council of the 
League. However, he considered that 
just as the council suspended its deci- 
sion on the amendment question, in the 
absence of a representative of the United 
States, it would take a similar line con- 
cerning the question of disarmament. 

It is understood that the commission 
will meet on Saturday, as arranged, 
under the Presidency of M. Viviant, but 
will adjourn after it has taken. cogni- 
zance of President Harding’s initiative. 
M. Viviani, in his Presidential address, 
will give his vwiews on the American 
action and its effect on the work under- 
taken by the League with the same| 
object.

Cannot Scrap Peace Terms, He Says, | 
.Even in Absence of America. 


LONDON, July 12.—A. J. Balfour, 


Lord President of the council, speaking 
on the League of Nations before the im- 
perial conference on July 8—his speech 
however, not being given out for pub- 
lication until after this morning’s meet- 
ing of the conference—said: 
‘If the League were to dissolve, a 
new peace treaty would have to be 
framed and new machinery would have 
to be devised for carrying out the duties 
with which the League has been en- 
trusted.

pose of eliminating witnesses to the | 
sinking of the hospital ship, also in vio- | 
lation of international law. 

The scene in court was substantially 
the same as at the trial of Lieutenant 


Neumann for the sinking of the hospital 
ship Dover Castle, except that this time | 
there were many German and some Eng- | 
lish naval officers in uniform. There 
were the same official English observ- 
ers, headed by Attorney General Sir! 
Ernest Pollock. ; 

A peculiarly dramatic feature of this 
trial is that the principal villain is | 
missing. Commander Patzig, whose 
name is on the British war criminal | 
list, has departed for regions unknown. | 
Presumably hee has fled the country, | 
and German justice is unable to lay 
hands on him. But through his flight | 
‘Patzig involved his young subordinate | 
officers in the war criminal case, and, 
they are likely to suffer the scapegoat’s 
fate. For the German State Attorney, 
investigating the missing Patzig’s case, 
reached the conclusion that there was! 
sufficient evidence to implicate his sub- | 
ordinates—Diftmar, aged 28, and Boldt, | 
aged 26, as ‘‘ war criminals,’’ and, al- |

PARIS, July 12.—Speaking of disarm- 

ament—the Treaty of Versailles (Article 

168) says: 

‘““ The manufacture of arms, munitions 
or any war material shall only be car- 


ried out in factories or works the loca- 
tion of which shall be communicated to 
and approved by the Governments of 
the principal allied and _ associated 
powers, and the number of which they 
retain the right to restrict. Within 
three months of the coming into force of | 
the present treaty all other establish- 
ments for the manufacture, preparation, 
storage or design of arms, munitions or 
any war material shall be closed down.”’ 

On the list of establishments for the 
manufacture and design of arms ap- 
proved by the Allies the famous Krupp 
establishment at Essen does not figure. 
It has been, therefore, officially recog- 
nized by the German Government and 
by the allied Governments that Krupp’s 
would be allowed to run as an industrial 
free to make anything 
except arms. 

However, since the armistice’ the 
French Patent Office has granted to 
the Krupp establishment eight patents 
on war machines and to other German 
inventors and firms six additional war 
patents. 

The Krupp patents are for a pivoted

attitude toward the mark at the Boerse 
opening. 

Then the Reichsbank sprung the sen- 
sational announcement that it had con- 
cluded a foreign exchange loan amount- 
ing to 150,000,000 gold marks through 
the Amsterdam banking house of Men- 
delssohn & Co,; that there was a very 
favorable prospect of concluding _ still 
other foreign exchange loans, all to be 
applied to payments on the billion gold 
marks due by Aug. 31, and that with 
these loans and what foreign exchange 
the Keichsbank already had in hand it 
was practically certain that the billion 
gold marks would be paid in full within 
the time limit, without Germany being 
forced to continue bringing up vast sums 


of foreign exchange in the open market. 

The Reichsbank announced that it 
would soon be in possession of further 
large sums in foreign credits through 
having ‘‘ pawned’’ its silver holdings, 
and that its silver hoard would soon be 
in custody of the ‘foreign money 
lenders.’’ The terms of the loans were 
judiciously withheld from the German 
people. 

Inspired directly, by the Reichsbank, 
the whole German press tonight praises 
the ‘‘ successful measure to check the 
decline of the mark,’’ and, likewise 
inspired, predicts that the mark will now 
be stabilized or may even continue to 
mount in value. 

This is almost 100 per cent. home 
propaganda. It is hoped to bluff or 
frighten German holders of foreign ex- 
change into selling quickly for fear of 
the mark going still higher. If this plan |

The Reichsbank further inspires the 
press to urge German holders of gold 
coins and bullion to sell quickly while 
the Reichsbank is still paying top | 
prices, intimating that next week its 
buying price for gold will be marked 
down.

Dublin Celebrates Truce. 


Dispatches from Dublin say the 
streets of the city were thronged with 
people at 4 o'clock this morning, 
crowds parading the principal thorough- 
fares and bonfires and tar barrels blaz- 
ing in the side streets. <A _ fife and 
drum band drew hundreds of cheering 
people in its train. The crowds sang 
about ‘‘ Brave Kevin Barry, who went 
forth to die for Ireland,’ and about 
‘“ Waster Week.’’

Government Offers Hospitality. 


LONDON, July 12 (Associated Press). 
—Eamon de Valera and his colleagues 
are now in London for the purpose of 


discussing with the British Government 
the Irish situation. According to pres- 
ent arrangements Mr. de Valera will 
meet the Prime Minister in the famous 
cabinet room in Downing Street at 11 
o’clock Thursday morning. 

It is not known whether this will be 
a téte-4-téte between the Premier and 
the Republican leader, but it is believed 
that Sir Hamar Greenwood, Chief Sec- 
retary for Ireland, A. J. Balfour, Lord 
President of the Council, Lord Birken- 
head, Lord High Chancellor, and pos- 
sibly General Smuts, the South African 
Premier, will be at hand to join in the 
conference. Sir James Craig, the Ulster 

emier, is at present in Belfast, but 
will return to London Wednesday, and 
will also be available if his presence 
is needed. 

Mr. de Valera and his party received 
a boisterous welcome on their arrival in 
London this evening. They were offered 
Government hospitality during their 
stay, but elected to preserve their inde- 
pendence and accept the good offices of 
their own friends for their entertain- 
ment. The members of the Irish party 
are locatéd in a hotel only a stone’s 
throw from Buckingham Palace.

Prince Mohammed Wali Khan 
and Princess Fatima Ex- 
change No Visits ‘Here. 


ENVOY OFF FOR WASHINGTON 


Seeks Recognition of His Country’s 
Independence—Princess Would 
Sell Diamond for $500,000. 


There is no Oriental Almanach de 
Gotha in Afghanistan capable of 
straightening out the genealogy and 
complicated polygamous relationships of 
royalty and nobility in that country, 
which may serve to explain why the 
Princess Fatima, Sultana of Kabul and 
cousin to the Ameer, and Prince Mo- 
hammed Wali Khan, Envoy Extraordi- 
nary of the Ameer to the United States, 
France, Belgium, Italy, Holland, Spain, 
Portugal, Poland, Czechoslovakia and 
Germany never have met socially or 
were aware of the other’s existence. 

The Prince left for Washington yester- 
day afternoon a short time after the 
Princess called upon Mayor Hylan, to 
whom, through one of her sons acting as 
interpreter, she intimated that, while 
she came to this country with no thought 
of disposing of any of her jewels, still, 
she had a little fifty-carat diamond that 
she might part with providing the price 
was right. The price is $500,000. 

While, Afghan royalty visiting this 
country is as rare as dU-carat diamonds, 
and although both the Prince and the 
Princess were informed of the other's 


presence in the city, there was no visit- | 


ing between the two or their suites. 
Neither professed to know anything of 
the other, and their interpreters has- 
tened to add that no reflection thereby 
was cast against the other's authen- 


ticity. The State Department, having 
no official relations at present with 
Afghanistan, does not question the genu- 
ineness of the Prince. The British Em- 
bassy takes the same position. As for 
the Princess, British diplomats say un- 
officially that records show she is a 
distant cousin of the present Ameer and 
for many years has been a resident in 
India. 

Prince Wali Khan gave an audience 
yesterday to reporters. He speaks no 
English, and Faiz Mohammed Khan, 
Chancellor of his mission, was interpre- 
ter. The Prince is prepared to furnish 
information in this country to all comers 
concerning Afghanistan’s resources, her 
riches and her precious stones. Yet all 
Afghan faces went blank yesterday af- 
ternoon when the Prince was asked 
about Princess Fatima's fifty-carat dia- 
mond that her son describes as the 
Darayai, traced back to the time of 
Alexander the Great, and sister to the 
famous Kohinoor diamond. 

The Prince is a swarthy, smiling man 
of about forty, with large, dark, lumi- 
nous eyes and a black mustache, and 
dresses in European costume. Others of 
the Prince’s suite, resembling himvin ap- 
pearance, who were present at the inter- 
view, were Counsellor. Gulam Siddig 
Khan and Colonel Habibule, dressed in 
a dark blue uniform, blue spiral puttees 
and with the insignia of his rank on his 
shoulders. 

Questioned about Afghan home life 
and whether the Ameer had the usual 
four wives to which a noble in Afghanis- 
tan is entftled, Prince Wali Khan looked 
out of the window smiling. 

‘““His Excellency says,’’ interpreted 
the ready Faix Mohammed, “ that the 
Ameer has but one wife and is not in 
favor of polygamy.”’ 

‘Were you surprised at the skirts 
of American women when you arrived 
in this country? ’’ 

‘* We have been in Paris,’ said Faiz 
Mohammed, and his answer seemed 
final enough to end the si;bject. 

Speaking through his _ interpreter, 
Prince Wali Khan said: ‘‘I have come 
to America and to European countries 
especially to declare officially the inde- 
pendence of Afghanistan, to inform the 
powers of the accession of the new 
Ameer and to announce his policies. I 
am going to Washington for the purpose 
of establishing relations between the 
United States and my country.’’

WASHINGTON, July 12.—Prince Mo- 
hanmmmed Wali Khan, who was expected 
to arrive in Washington tonight, and 
who says he is a special envoy from 


the Ameer of Afghanistan, has as yet no 
appointment with Secretary of State 
Hughes. 

Afghanistan has not been recognized 
by this country as a separate

State Department 
officials are not disposed to doubt the 
authenticity of the Prince, nor is the 
British Embassy.

HARRY HAWKER DIES| 
AS PLANE EXPLODES

name had not come much before the 
public. 

After the Atlantic trip, his relatives 
were anxious that he should not make 
another attempt, at least for some time, 
to fly to or from America. 

But Harry Hawker’s heart was In the 
air, and he could never have been happy 
for long in any pursuit which kept him 
from his machine. 


LONDON, July 12 (Associated Press). 
~—The proverbial luck of Harry G@. Haw- 
ker had often Deen the subject of com- 
ment. It remained with him for many 
years as an experimental and test flier; 
from whicn work, it was said, he re- 
ceived no less than $100,000 yearly. 

He held many of the old-time airplane 
records, among them the world’s alti- 
—— record in 1916 of more than 24,000 
eet. 

At a luncheon given in honor of him- 
self and Lieut. Commander Grieve, his 
companion on the attempted Atlantic 
flight, Hawker deprecated the greater 
organization which had won for the 
United States the honor of the first 
crossing of the Atlantic by a heavier 
than air machine. 

He contended that it was not a serious 
attempt, with a ship stationed at ‘‘ every 
twenty yards.’’ His remarks were greet- 
ed with absolute silence on the part of 
the men gathered at the luncheon, near- 
ly all of whom were British. 

Later Hawker explained his remarks, 
saying that his point had been misun- 
derstood, and had been intended for 
those who were criticising the Govern- 
ment for not supplying station ships for 
his flight. 

‘‘ Nothing was further from my mind,”’ 
he said, ‘‘ than to criticise the Ameri- 
cans.”’ 

Hawker attempted his Atlantic flight 
from the Newfoundland coast to Ireland, 
but failed; his machine falling into the 
water in midocean. 

He was at that time rescued by the 
Danish steamer Mary- On his return to 
England he was decorated by King 
George. 

The transatlantic crossing was achieved 
a month later by Captain Sir John Al- 
cock, who, himself, died in December, 
1919, as a result of injuries received in 
a crash to earth near Cottevrard, 
France.

KUBAL TO DIE IN AUGUST. 


Sentence Is Passed on Slayer of | 


Mrs. Bartlett of Hempstead.

MINEOLA, L. I., July 12.—Justice 
Cropsey in the Supreme Court today 


|} sentenced Lawrence Kubal, confessed 


slayer of Mrs. Minnie S. Bartlett of West 
Hempstead, to So put to death in Sing 
Sing prison in the week beginning Aug. 
14. Kubal, an Austrian Pole, received 
the sentence with a faint smile. 

As he was being led out of the court 
by Sheriff Smith he calmly gazed at 
the spectators, evidently in search of his 
wife, who caused nis arrest after he had 
confessed to her. Neither Mrs. Kubal 
nor any of the other relatives of the 
doomed'man were in court. 

Mrs. Bartlett, the widow of an oil 
merchant in New York, was beaten to 
death in her home at 2 Hempstead Ave- 
nue, West Hempstead, on the afternoon 
of June 22. Kubal, When arrested at his 
home in Hempstead, said he had decided 
to rob the woman after three boys, 
whom he met in the field in the rear of 
her home, had told him she was very 
wealthy. 


Hawker, the ‘‘ man of steel nerves,” 
whose daring won world-wide tribute in 
1919 when, with his navigator, Lieut. 
Commander Meckenzie Grieve, the Brit- 
ish flier, hopped off from Newfoundland 
for Treland in his frail airplane. 

It was the same Spring when New- 
foundland was dotted with flying camps 
in which British and Americans wefe 
fighting for the honor of being first to 
fly across the Atlantic; the Spring that 
the United States Navy sent the NC-4 
victoriously across, and that Captain 
Sir John Alcock, another Britisher, later 
succeeded in the attempt in which 
Hawker failed so gloriously. 

After the American flying squadron 
had taken the air from Trepassey on 
May 16, Hawker hopped off two days 
later from St. John’s, seeking to capture 
the prize offered by the London Daily 
Mail for the first aviator to make a non- 
stop flight across the ocean. 

Against him was competing F.. P. 
Raynham, who also had his airdrome at 
St. John’s. Raynham hopped off the 
same day, but soon crashed to earth, 
wrecking his Martinsyde. 

Hawker got away to a good start after 
waiting six weeks for favorable weather 
and reached mid-ocean before he was 
forced down on May 19 by refuse block- 
ing the water filter to the feed pipe 
from the radiator. 

After riding the waves for onl-- 90 min- 
utes, Hawker and his companion were 
picked up 850 miles off the Irish coast 
by the little Danish steamer Marv. But 
for six days the world waited news of 
them, for the vessel had no wireless 
and could not flash word of the rescue 
she had made. 

When Hawker reached England he 
was met with a reception as hearty as 
it was long continued and with a dec- 
oration from King George. For though 
Hawker had falled, he had attempted a 
feat which stirred not only his country- 
men, but the whole world. 

Joining in the applause were the gal- 
lant American airmen who had success- 
fully flown in seaplanes from Rocka- 
way, N. Y., to Plymouth, Eng., stop- 
ping at Halifax, Trepassey, the Azores 
and Lisbon. 

A month later, however, the direct 
Newfoundland-Ireland flight, as  at- 
tempted by Hawker, was successfully 
made by Aléock, with Lieutenant Sir A. 
W. Brown, an American, for a naviga- 
tor. 

Both Hawker and Alcock made their 
flights without guard ships, which were 
employed by the United States Navy to 
fiash weather reports and render as- 
sistance if needed. 

Hawker first began to come _ into 
prominence as a flier in 1912, when he 
won the British Michelin prize by a 
flight of 8 hours and 23 minutes. 

The next year his plane dropped into 
the sea near Portraine,, while he was 
attempting to make a hydro-airplane 
tour of the British Isles. He gave up 
the attempt after covering 1,043 miles. 

Flying from Brooklands in 1915, he 
pushed the British altitude record up 
from 14,500 feet to.20,000 and later sét 
a new world’s record of 24,408 feet.

OUR FOREIGN TRADE. 


For the fiscal year just closed. ex- 
ports declined $1,589,622,929 and im- 
ports declined $1,571,582,577, a total 
of $3,161,205,506. Such a decline is not 
disturbing in these abnormal times. 
The approximately equal decreases of 
both exports and imports are them- 
selves a good sign. We can no more 
afford to sell what our customers can- 
not pay for than they can afford to 
run up debt which they cannot dis- 
charge. There are two indications 
that they have been buying more than 
they can pay for. One is the decrease 
in volume. The increase in payments 
in gold is another. Last year they 
sent us $512,602,046 more gold than 
they took from us. They need the 
gold more than we, but still more they 
need food, clothing and materials for 
productive consumption. To live they 
must produce as well as buy, and 
there are no substitutes for food. 
There are substitutes for the bases of 
both currency and credit, and they

Ever since 1915 there have been 


decreases of the excess of exports over 
imports. ‘The earlier ones were the 
abnormalities rather than the later 
decreases. Even for the year just 
closed the excess of exports was five- 
fold the pre-war excess. We thought 
it extreme proof of honesty when we 
took some losses to pay abroad 
$100,000,000 of gold borrowed by this 
city. That tithe of a billion has re- 
turned to us many fold, and it is now 
our turn to recognize and respect the 
necessities and good faith of our com- 
panions in arms and partners in pros- 
perity and adversity alike. These 
unmanageable and unendurable bal- 
ances of debts owed us by the world 
have revealed to all traders and some 
politicians that we must buy abroad 
in order to sell abroad. It is now time 
that we should see and appreciate that 
the same rule applies to our foreign 
customers. ‘They must sell to us if 
they would buy from us. We have a 
real interest in the stories of unem- 
ployment abroad and must lament the 


decrease of production by idleness, 

ot in that manner can credits with 
us be commanded. We lament also 
the unbalanced budgets which take in 
taxes so much of resources. 

It is at this point that our initiative 
for world disarmament makes twins of 
international trade and international 
politics. It is wicked waste to tax 
and borrow for destructive purposes 
when commerce needs all the re- 
sources so used. The mind of the 
world is turning toward disarmament 
as never before. And the midyear 
trade figures are more instructive 
than the figures of calendar years be- 
cause corresponding better with crop 
years. Customs duties block directly 
one side of trade only. The other side 
is blocked indirectly. Our share of 
world trade is more satisfying than 
might have been expected, and will 
make further improvement when the 
budgets of the nations cease to absorb 
from 20 to 40 per cent. of the world’s 
earnings and savings. 


THE ANGLO-JAPANESE TREATY. 


In the part of his speech in the 
Commons which dealt with the Japa- 
nese alllance Mr. Liorp Ggrorcs had 
the air of a man rubbing his hands 
over happily getting rid of a trouble- 
some question. There had _ been 
doubt whether Lord CuRzON’s state- 
ment to the League of Nations about 
the Japanese treaty had not had the 
legal effect of ‘‘ denouncing " it. But 
the law officers of the Crown have 
now decided that it had not.

Forgotten. us; and should have 
been felt by us all, yesterday on read- 
ing that for many hours after his 
death in Bellevue Hospital the body of 
JoHN J. Munson lay unclaimed in 
the morgue attached to that institution, 
and that only by what was almost or 
quite an accident did some of his com- 
panions in the late war hear of his 
demise and determine to give him better 
than a pauper’s burial. For MUNSON 
was a soldier whose high achievements 
and heroic bravery as a member of the 
so-called “Lost Battalion” had earned

for him the Distinguished Service Cross, 
the Croix de Guerre and the Médaille 
Militaire. His exploit in passing the 
German lines to make known at head- 
quarters the perilous position of his 
company was warmly praised by Gen- 
eral PETAIN as well as b€ his own com- 
manders, and his name stood large for 
some time in the press dispatches. Then 
the memories of such things grew dim, 
and MUNSON, attacked by tuberculosis 
in lungs weakened by German poison 
gas, sickened and slowly died, a for- 
gotten man. 

He was at no time, fortunately, with- 
out care and shelter, but both, accord- 
ing to his deserts, should have been 
better, or at least different. 

There is nothing new in this treatment 
of soldiers—nothing that a hostile critic 
could call ‘‘ American.”’ It has been 
common always and in all lands. Read 
in Motley, for instance, what happened 
to the sailors who manned the fleet that 
saved England—with some help from a 
great storm—from the Spanish Armagia. 
But neglect of a country’s defenders is 
not right because it has been usual, and 
how glorious would it be if we could 
say that in America the victims of her 
wars have no such grievances! 


There is some 
difficulty in think- 
ing of a Prince as 
working hard for 
his living—so hard 
as to excite the anxiety of his friends 
lest he break down under the strain 
of his exertions. That, however, is the 
tale that comes from London about the 
heir apparent of the British Crown— 
the young man whose amiability, livell- 
ness and evident determination not to 
take himself, his position and his rank 
too seriously gave in this more or less 
democratic country, not long agv, 
such a good impression of him. 

The Prince’s labors, indeed, as de- 
tailed, though arduous and fatiguing, 
do not strike us over here as of enor- 
mous importance, or as if the British 
Empire would totter appreciably even 
if most of them were unperformed. 
But that, perhaps, is because we do not 
understand such matters very well. At 
any rate, what the Prince does is what 
it is his business and duty to do, and 
that much of his toil is wearisome 
none could deny. But he has his con- 
solations and his compensations—he 
does not work for nothing. 

His employers, unlike those of so 
many other Princes in these days, are 
content with his services and have no 
thought elther of discharging him or of 
reducing his salary. He is a 
youth and must be vastly envied by 
most of his many cousins across the 
Channel.

LENIN AND THE PEASANTS. 


Failure of the Soviet to Solve the 
Land Problem. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In his article discussing the relations 
between the peasant and the Soviet Gov- 
ernment Mr. Taft seems to entertain 
the belief that the peasants’ attitude is

one of benevolent neutrality owing to | 
their economic condition, ‘‘ which is far | 
better than they have ever before en- | 


joyed’’; and he sees no 
great national uprising ‘‘unless there 
should be, as there is not now, some 
unbearable oppression,’’ such as ‘‘ma- 
nipulation of the co-operatives so as to 
interfere with the freedom of the peas- 
ants in marketing their crops, 
the use of the Red Army to compel the 
peasants to plant more than they wish 
to sell to the Government at unsatisfac- 
tory prices.’’ 

While I was in Russia I made a 
close study of the agrarian question 


immediate 


because I soon realized that the future | 


of Russia was not in the hands of the 
proletariat but of the peasant. Here 
are some of my conclusions: 

The revolution has given great impe 
tus toward the breaking up of the spirit 
of communal ownership of land and 
toward the establishment of a farmer 
class owning the land and producing 
for a market, as against the peasant 
producing primarily for use. The revo- 
lution has accomplished what the land 
reform program of Stolypin in 1910 
failed to do. 

Russia is suffering from 
peasants and little land’’ in the vil- 
lages. The surplus population can only 
be absorbed by the industrialization of 
the country and the colonizing of Si- 
beria. Both of these can only be done 
through the normal processes of capital- 
ist development. 

An economic surplus for reconstruc- 
tion and industrial development can 
only come from the fields. The peas- 
ant refuses to work the fields to capac- 
ity because the land is not his. He is 
absolutely against nationalization. 

The Soviet Government has not even 
begun to attempt a scientific redistri- 
bution of land and doing away with the 
present anarchic system—from an eco- 
nomic standpoint—where a peasant has 
twelve acres strewn over twelve or 
more different places of the communal 
holdings. 

The recent attempt of Lenin to com- 
promise with the peasant, giving him 
ownership of the land for ten years and 
replacing the system of reqiisition by a 
system of taxation, has failed complete- 
ly. The peasant won't be satisfied until 
he owns the land outright (barring the 
right to sell) and until he can sell 
his products to whom and when he 
pleases. This would result in greater 
political freedom, the rise of a middle- 
man class and the re-establishment of a 
real money as the medium of exchange, 
instead of the present primitive system 
of barter and ~compulsion. 

The peasant wants the re-establish- 
ment of free co-operatives in place of 
the present Government organized and 
controlled co-operatives. For the co- 
operatives, like the trade unions, were 
‘‘nationalized’’ as far back as 1919. 
And the Soviet Government cannot af- 
ford to permit ‘‘free co-operatives ”’ 
any more than they can afford to per- 
mit ‘‘ free trade unions.’’ Freedom and 
dictatorship are irreconcilables. 

After having had a taste of the virile 
social system of Soviet Russia, the 
decadent social system of America rath- 
er appeals to me.

“TRUTH IN FABRIC” BILL. |CANAL PILGRIMS IN TORONTO 


Economy in the Use of By-Products 
Which Would Be Lost. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Let me say a few words at this time 
in regard to the “ Truth in Fabric” bill. 

This bill in my estimation is more im- 
portant than most people realize, and 
had this bill been passed six years ago 
the Government would have been 
greatly handicapped in making war 
necessaries if the quantities upon quan- 
tities of reworked wool were not used. 

Should this bill be passed, it would 
immediately discourage the by-product 
industry and make the cost of wool in 
clothing manufacture almost prohibitive. 

I personally know of fabrics that 
have been made of by-products which 
were better and more suitable for wear 
than that product those particular ‘‘ vir- 
gin wool experts '’ ever made. 

Certain by-products, which are used 
in sweetening, such as slubbing waste 
and similar stocks, could not be used if 
the “Truth in Fabric” bill becomes a 
law, because it is labeled a by-product 
by this bill and would not be considered 
virgin wool. 

Noils and garneted stock are also of 
great value, especially in the manufac-! 
ture of undergarments or any clothing! 
which goes next to the body. To place 
this valuable stock under the ‘“ Truth 
in Fabric ’’ bill, Australian wool, under 
prohibitive prices, would have to be 
used.as a substitute. 

With conditions as they are today, fine 
wool underwear would have to be sold 
for twice the price it is commanding 
because of the scarcity of the proper 
wools for its manufacture; also on ac- 
count of this bill making the proper 
raw stock for this garment undesirable 
in the eyes of the public who do not 
understand its manufacture. 

If a census should be taken of every 
woolen mill you would find that at least 
90 per cent. of them use by-products.

During the last six months and more there 
has been considerable agitation caused by the 
increasing number of automobile thefts. 
| Every day we read in the papers a list of 
| automobiles stolen, varying from ten to 
| twenty-five a day. These thefts are carried 
on sometimes under the very noses of the 
| owners, and with seeming impunity. There 
| has even been scandal hinted at, claiming 
police protection for the thieves. Here is 
where I wish to protest. 

It has always been my contention that the 
Pelice Department in general, and the auto 
squad in particular, have not received the 
credit to which they are justly entitled. This 
is now, more than ever, my opinion. On 
June 1, from in front of my office, my car 
was stolen. On June 30 it was recovered by 
Detectives Bernard Dowd and Stephen J. 
Brady of the auto squad. I personally know 
of five other cars stolen within the last two 
months which have been returned to their 
owners by the Police Department, one of 
them by the same two detectives. Surely 
there are plenty of other experiences similar 
to mine. 

I venture to say that, if the records were 
investigated, over 75 per cent. of all cars 


stolen would sooner or later be found to be 
recovered and the thieves apprehended.

EXPORTS BALANCE WHEEL 


Secretary Says We Must Give 
Credits to Buyers and Wait 
for Interest on Loans. 


BOSTON, July 12.—’‘ We have passed 
through several depressions since the 
Civil War and we have already turned 
the corner of this one,’’ said Herbert 
Hoover, Secretary of Commerce, in ad- 
dressing the National Shoe and Leather 
Exposition here today. He expressed 
the same opinion in a speech ata lunch- 
eon given for him by Mayor Peters. | 

In an interview Secretary Hoover said 
that orders for millions of shoes from 
Russia were being filled by factories in 
this State. Payment, he said, was be- 
ing made from gold which had been 
melted down and_ shipped’ through 
Sweden. The transactions were put 
through in regular channels from that 
stage, he said, and large shipments had 
already been made. Russia was also 
buying agricultural implements in this 
country, the Secretary said. ; 

** There is a feeling of some uneasiness 
and even of pessimism,’’ began Secre- 
tary Hoover in speaking to the shoe 
and leather delegates, ‘‘ regarding the 
future of our foreign trade in which I 
do not participate.’’ 

“Our exports and 
tinued, ‘‘ during the last few months 
have dropped nearly 50 per cent. in 
value from the high-water mark of a 
year ago.

We can no doubt devise tariff 
measures that will protect our domestic 
market. But if we are to hold to our 
foreign markets in this vast group of 
our manufactures, and thus to keep our 
people employed, we have several things 
to attend to. Fundamentally, we must 
get our production costs down. That 
lies only along the road of increased 
efficiency in our whole industrial ma- 
chine. It means a willingness of our 
working people to put forth every effort 
that is in them consistent with health, 
proper family life and good citizenship. 
The surest road to a continued high 
wage and the surest safeguard against 
unemployment are to remove every re- 
striction on effort. This must extend 
from our mines to the railways, to the 
factories, to the wharf, and to the ship. 
It means smaller margins of profit. Yi 
means that ultimately we must have 
much lower transportation rates. It 
means we must have better organized 
marketing machinery abroad under 
Americans themselves. It means the 
establishment of adequate short-time 
credit machinery and much more care 
in foreign credit risks than our mer- 
chants have shown in the last twelve 
months. It means elimination of the 
great wastes in industry. 

“Unless we would cease a large part 
of our war-increased productivity, with 
all the resulting unemployment and 
losses of such a cessation, we must con- 
tinue for some time to export in excess 
of our imports. Eventually the increase 
in our imports of tropical supplies, min- 
erals and commodities that we do not 
produce, together with the 
spending of tourists and the investment 
of surplus capital abroad, &c., should 
overtake our export balance and estab- 
lish a proper equilibrium. In the mean- 
time, if we would maintain our economic 
position, we must continue to give cred- 
its to buyers of our goods, and if we 
should demand interest or principal on 
our established loans, we would nullify 
any benefits of such credits. I may re- 
peat that if today we stop giving more 
credits and demand payment of interest 
on debts due our Government, our ex- 
ports will further decline, and the de- 
cline will find its interpretation in more 
unemployment among our own people 
and more displacement of our indus- 
tries. 

‘But when all is done, 
cure for all depression is 
and applied intelligence 
return to primary virtues of hard, 
conscientious toil and economy in 
living. On every side there is evidence 
that the vast majority of our whole na- 
tion is making again an effort in those 
directions equaled only by that of 1918, 
and the day some months ago when we 
entered this effort we fundamentally 
turned the corner of this depression. 
While our recovery may be slower than 
some may expect, nothing can prevent 
the prosperity of a country where the 
people ave enlightenment, wish to 
work, wish to produce, and wish to do 
right by their neighbors.”’

This decision was 
reached at a meeting of the mixed con- 
gressional commission with President 
Zayas yesterday. 

The commission will meet again to- 
morrow and hear a report of the coun- 
try’s financial condition from Sebastian 
Gelebert, Secretary of the Treasury. 

Questions relative to floating a loan, 
disposing of the sugar surplus, taking’ 
steps to balance the production of the 
principal products of the country with 
consumption and, finally, the building of 
homes for the working classes, will take 
a secondary place in the agenda ef Con-

“The Man of Science the Friend of | 


God,’”’ Says Dr. Potter at Funeral. 


Many men prominent

|gathered yesterday 
Souls’ Unitarian Church, Twentieth 
Street at Fourth Avenue, to pay a last 
honor to Professor Francis Bacon Crock- 
er, one of the foremost electrical engi- 
neers of the world, who died on Satur- 
day at his home, 507 Madison Avenue. 
The funeral services were conducted by 
the Rev. Charles Francis Potter, pastor 
of the West Side Unitarian Caurch. 

The church was decorated witn palms 
and the front of the altar, where the 
coffin rested, was banked with floral 
tributes from the friends and the many | 
organizations of which Professor Crock- 
er was a member. The pall bearers were: | 
Professor M. I. Pupin, Dr. Schuyler S. 
Wheeler, Daniel Bacon, C. Q. Payne, 
Thomas Ewing and Federick Swift. 

Dr. Potter read James Russell Lowell's 
eulogy of Agassiz. In eulogizing Profes- 
sor Crocker he also paid tribute to men 
of science. 

“The man of science is the friend of 
| God,”’ he said. ‘‘ Professor Crocker was 
the descendant of a long line of Purt- 
tan Unitarian forbears. ‘Their search 
for freedom and truth on the shores of 
New England in the early seventeenth 
century he carried over into the field 
| of science and industry where his pio- 
neér services showed his sterling an- 
cestry. 

‘“It used to be considered that science 
and religion were sworn enemies. We 
are now coming to recognize that the 
man closest to God is not necessarily ! 
the one with the black robes. He who 
seeks truth at any cost, the true man 
of science, thinks God’s thoughts after 
Him and thus often comes closer to God 
than the professionally religious.’

SO IS HE, SAYS MAINGOT | 


French Physician Declares He Can 
Read Character Infallibly 
by ‘Phrenescopy.’

PARIS, July 12.—Palmistry, phrenolo- | 


sy, graphology and all other sciences by 
which those expert in them can arrive 


at complete and conclusive estimates of | 


character are at best partial affairs. 
The only perfect way of telling charac- 
ter is by phrenoscopy. 

Its principal and possibly its only ex- 
ponent is Dr. Maingot of this city, who 
in his laboratory, which is rigged up 
with. devices like a mediaeval torture 
can tell the character of a 


‘“*T need only to see how you breathe,”’ 
he says, ‘‘to know all about you.’’ 

For phrenoscopy is the science of 
breathing. It is thus that Dr. Maingot 
expounds his theory and practice: 

‘* Phrenoscopy is a radioscopic 
method by which one is able to ex- 
amine carefully the diaphagm, from 
which can be easily deduced the salient 
facts of the character of the subject 
without the least possibility of decep- 
tion. in the face, in the handwriting, 
in the shape of the head, one can see 
certain elements of character; but the 
radioscopic picture of the movement of 
the djaphragm is the surest method of 
all. The reason for that is that one 
breathes according to one’s character, 
and no one can alter his method of 
breathing except as he alters his char- 
acter. With his first breath the infant 
shows the traits that will mark him 
for life, and with his last breath man 
shows what sort of person he was in 
his life.” 

It should ,be added that in the treat- 
ment of the thorax Dr. Maingot is a 
serious scientist. The revealing of char- 
acter by phrenoscopy is only his hobby.

NOT EXPECTED NOW 


Better Conditions With With- 
drawals Will Permit Depart- 
ment to Pass July 15. 


$132,886,500 IN MATURITIES 


One-third Is Held in New York— 
Withdrawals This Week Will 


Reach $84,000,000. 


Improved conditions in the Treasury 
Department, extraordinarily heavy with- 
drawals from members banks this week 
and the exchange of some maturities 
into older ones by investors will per- 
mit the Department to pass July 15, it 
is believed, without a new issue of cer- 
tificatés of indebtedness. 

No formal announcement that a new 
issue is not to be expected at this time 
came from the Federal Reserve Bank 
here yesterday, but since announcement 
of all issues has in the past been made 
four days previous to the issue, and the 
day passed yesterday without such an 
announcement, it is taken for granted by 
bankers that no issue is to be expected 
at this time. 

The Government’s maturity Friday 
amounts to $152,886,500, represented in 
544 per cent. certificates of indebtedness, 
which were issued on Feb. 15, 1921. Ap- 
proximately one-third of the issue is held 
in New York. Withdrawals from mem- 
ber banks of the New York district on 
Thursday will total $66,000,000, which 
with the $18,300,000 taken. on Tuesday 
brings the aggregate of withdrawals this 
week up to $84,300,000. 

The easier position of the Treasury 
Department, in being able to meet a 
maturity of this sort without additional 
short term financing is further empha- 
sized by the fact that as each previous 
maturity has fallen due it has -necessi- 
tated a new one. This was true of the 
$232,124,000 which matured on May 16, 
the $242,517,000 on June 15 and the $188,- 
123,000 which matured on the same date, 


which were taxen caré of, in large part, 
by the certificates of indebtedness and 
the three-year notes issued at that time. 

It is expected in the financial district 
that the next issue by the Government 
will be of long-term notes similar to 
those recently issued with a three-year 
maturity. These, however, probably will 
be five-year maturities, following out 
the suggestion of Secretary Mellon 
earlier in the year, when he said that 
it would be the policy of the Treasury 
Department hereafter to issue three and 
five year notes and to get away from 


| the stop-gap financing as represented in 


certificates of indebtedness.

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Oils Lead in Lifeless Market. 


Transactions in the stock market yes- 
terday were the second smallest of the 
year, the total traded in being only 
841,090 shares. In this lifeless market 


a few issues attracted considerable in- 
terest, mainly the foreign oil stocks, 
which rose rather sharply on dispatches 
from Washington that President Hard- 
ing is opposed to any tariff on foreign 
oil. Mexican Petroleum, the leader of 
the group, opened up 2 points at 100 and 
later sold as high as 102%% On the 
higher money rate the stock reacted 
and closed at 9814, a net gain of 14 
points. Pan Américan, Royal Dutch | 
and Atlantic Gulf were firm in sym- 
pathy. The tobacco stocks displayed 
strength in the last hour, when the re- 
mainder of the list was inclined to sell 
off from ‘the high prices. In most in- 
stances the closing prices were the high 
for the day in: this group, American 
Tobacco gaining 2%, Tobacco Products 
and American Sumatra 1% and United 
Retail Stores 1 point.

A Result of Business Depression. 
As a result of the depression in the oil 


industry, it is estmated that the Union 
Tank Car Company has one-third of its 
80,000 tank cars idle. In 1913 this com- 
pany had approximately 15,000 cars in 
service, and as late as February, 1915, 
there were only 18,270 in operation. In 
1919 contracts were let for 5,500 addi- | 
tional cars ,and last year an issue of | 
securities was sold for the purpose of | 
buying 3,900 more. The issue was for | 
$12,500,000, which would figure at about | 
$3,200 for each car. That, perhaps, | 
represented the peak price. Since there 
has been a drop in the price for tank 
cars. On a forced sale of a small holder 
one investment house has offered 150 
tank cars for $1,500 each, which does 
not represent the currént market. The 
increase in the number of cars owned 
by the Union Tank Car Company, it is} 
said, was forcéd on that company by | 
ether concerns. During the oil boom, | 
soon after the armistice, the Union com- | 
pany was reluctant to buy new cars, 
but the producers, wishing to ship oil 
speedily, suggested that if the company 
would not supply the cars they would 
buy them for their own account.

Money in Demand. 


The advance of the call money rate

Bank tomorrow— 
amounting to $66,000,000—and in Part to 
the fact that the seasonal demands for 
money for crop-moving purposés are bé- 
ing felt.

Julius Kruttschnitt Says Retail- 
ers Take More Toll Than 
the Roads Get. 


STRIVING AFTER ECONOMIES 


In Letter to Southern Pacific Co. 
Stockholders Chairman Tells How 
Labor Eats Up Revenues. 


Julius Kruttschnitt, Chairman of the 

Executive Committee of the Southern 
Pacific Company, in a letter to the 
stockholders, takes strong issue “with 
those who believe that freight rates 
should be reduced now. 

‘‘The main trouble with the rail- 
roads,’’ he says, ‘‘ is that their revenues 
have not kept up with their expenses.’’ 
He shows the increases in labor and 
maintenance costs, and that the amount 
paid to labor in 1920 was nearly sixty 
times the $62,264,000 of income yielded 
by the railroads to their owners for the 


purpose of meeting fixed charges and 
dividends. 

‘* A widespread propaganda is being 
carried on in favor of a general reduc- 
tion of freight rates,’’ Mr. Kruttschnitt 
says, ‘‘whereas the fact is that even 
since the rates have been advanced the 
cost of transporting a great many com- 
modities which, it is asserted, cannot 
move at the increased rates, is far less 
than the toll taken by the commission 
merchants and retailers for buying and 
selling them. Consequently people are 
misled into believing that high rates 
have stopped the movement of a large 
amount of freight and that the railways 
would make more money if they would 
reduce rates and thereby revive traffic. 
There is the strongest reason to believe 
that the great stagnation in businss is 
due almost entirely to worldwide condi- 
tions which must inevitably have come 
if there had been no advance in freight 
rates. 

‘‘ Irresponsible statements as to fab- 
ulous sums that can be saved by com- 
mon use of train and terminal facilities, 
unification of management and by the 
expenditure of still more fabulous sums 
in capital—that could not be obtained at 
all—to make wholesale improvements, 
must not be accepted without most care- 
ful investigation. It must be remem- 
bered that the Federal Railroad Ad- 
ministration, with autocratic control of 
revenues, expenses and character of 
service, accomplished little in these di- 
rections, although the public cheerfully 
submitted to many inconveniences and 
inferior service from patriotic motives. 

‘* Economies in the indicated direc- 
tions have long been the subject of 
study by the carriers, and some of them 
have for many years been in use by all 
of the roads, and all of them by some 
roads. Railroad executives have estab- 
lished agencies to give all questions of 
economic and_ efficient management 
thorough study by the nighest talent ob- 
tainable, and they may be trusted in 
every* respect to furnish the ‘ honest, 
efficient and economic management’ 
— by the Transportation act of 

An order authorizing the Denver & 
Rio Grande Western to issue 300,000 
shares of common capital stock was is- 
sued at the same time as the investi- 
gating order. 

The proposed acquisition by the West- 
ern Pacific Railroad Corporation of the 
outstanding capital stock of the Denver 
& Rio randeG Western, and the pro- 
posed acquisition and operation by the 
Denver & Rio Grande Western of the 
Denver & Rio Grande Railroad Com- 
pany was held not to be within its 
jurisdiction, as this did not extend to 
holding companies.

ver & Rio Grande Western Railroad's 
stock by the holding company does not 
constitute a consolidation of the prop- 
erty of two or more carriers into one 
corporation for the ownership.”’ 


Michigan Paper Mills Cut Wages. 
KALAMAZOO, Mich., July 12.—Wage 
reductions amounting to approximately 


$2,000,000 a year went into effect yes- 
terday in all paper mills of southwestern 
Michigan. About 3,000 workers in the 
ten mills and 3,000 workers in other 
plants are affected. The cut, which was 
protested by the employes, amounts to 
13 per cent. for skilled workers and 30 
per cent. for unskilled laborers.

Expedition Under Way. 


The Standard Oil Company of Call- 
fornia and¥one of the other oll compa- 
nies on the Pacific Coast is understood 


to be exploring for oil in Alaska. It is 
said that several parties have started 
on a journey from Nome for Point Bar- 
row, where it is believed oil may be 
found in quantities large enough to be 
of commercial value. They are expect- 
ed to reach their destination by tle lat- 
ter part of this month. According to 
The Oil, Paint and Wrug Reporter, 
which prints a dispatch from Nome, 
Alaskan geologists have estimated that 
there is a large supply of oil there.

Operators’ Chief Insists Only Issue 
Is One of Lawlessness. 


WILLIAMSON, W. Va., July 12.— 
Harry Olmsted, Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Williamson Coal 
Operators’ Association, in commenting 
upon the proposals of C. F. Keeney, 
President of District 17, United Mine 
Workers, to Governor Morgan for a 
settlement of the Mingo County indus- 
trial controversy, said today that the 
operators had nothing ‘‘to settle with 
the United Mine Workers of America.”’ 

“There has been ho strike here since 


last January, and that was defeated by 
the men themselves,’’ Olmstead said. 
“The proposal made by Keeney is ap- 
pa rently an invitation to us to recognize 
the mine unions. Ninety 
the men now employed in the Mingo 
County mines formerly were affiliated 
with the organization and withdrew of 
their own accord. 

“We are confronted here with law- 
lessness only. There is, most certainly 
no strike. Neither has there been a 
lockout, ‘That the strike was settled 
last January will be proved by the oper- 
ators before the Senatorial Committee 
named to investigate conditions here.’’ 

Twenty-six men, arrested yesterday 
by the militia and State police at Lynn 
and Blackberry City, near here, were 
today under military guard in the Court 
House. So crowded was the Mingo 
County jail that no placé for them could 
be found, and for a time they were held 
in the Court House gréunds. 


REJECT WAGE CUT PARLEY. 


Building Workers Say They Are 
Willing to Discuss 1922 Scale. 


The Building Trades Council, repre- 
senting morethan 100,000 workers, re- 
fused yesterday the request of C. G, 
Norman, Chairman of the Building | 
Trades Employers Association, for a 
conference tomorrow to discuss the pro- 
posed voluntary wage cut of $1 a day. 
Discussing the reasons, William Kohn, 
Secretary of the Executive Committee of 
the council, said: 

‘“‘It was decided by the Council not 
to send a committee to the association, 
on the ground that the letter proposed 
that the conference was to discuss 
changes in the wage scale of 1921. The 
Council is willing to observe the agree- 
ment for 1921, but refuses to discuss any 
agreement to alter it. 

‘‘While we do not eare to talk over 
changes in this year’s wage scale, the 
Council is prepared to confer with the 
3uilding Trades Employers’ Association 
on wage scales for 1922. Should the Em- 
ployers’ Association make another pro- 
posal for a conference to take up this 
question, the Council will be only too 
glad to meet them.”’ 
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| LOSS IN TAXES HERE 


| Congressman Siegel Says Govern- 
ment Is Deprived of $4,500,000 
a Month in Luxury Levy. 


According to a letter written yesterday 
by Representative Isaac Siegel to United 
States District Attorney Hayward the 
Government is being deprived of luxury 
taxes amounting to $4,500,000 a month 
through dishonesty or lack of care by 
business men in keeping proper accounts 
of the taxes reccived and their failure 
to make proper returns. Figures com- 
piled by others indicate, that the total 
loss to the Government ih luxury taxes 
amounts to $150,000,000 a year in this 
State alone. 

Colonel Hayward, after he had read 
Mr. Siegel's letter, said- that as it was 
without definite information he did not 
know what steps he could take in the 
matter. 

‘‘'The department,’”’ he said, ‘‘ is only 
too anxious to get after those who are 
fleecing the Government of money paid 
by the people as an additional charge on 
goods sold. We had definite informa- 
tion against Martin _& Martin, the 
Fifth Avenue dealers in leather goods 
and fancy articles, and they were in- 
dicted. But we cannot obtain Indict- 
ments without facts. I understand that 
the loss referred to by Mr. Siegel is 
largely due on the sale of soda water, 
ice cream, theatre tickets, and the like.’’ 

In his letter to Colonel Hayward, Mr. 
Siegel states that the figures show that 
in this country the luxury tax produces 
about $10,500,000 a month, while con- 
servative figures place the proper 
amount at $15,000,000. Discussing the 
matter later Mr. Siegel said that prob- 
ably the Government was deprived of 
taxes aggregating $60,000,000 a year in 
New York County. He said that he 
would call the attention of Congress to 
the matter when the tariff is under dis- 
cussion. 

Agents of the Internal Revenue De- 
partment have been busy for several 
months trying to get sufficient facts to 
indict some of the worst offenders, but 
it was said that the difficulies were 
many and that while some facts had 
been gathered against several concerns 


the cases were not yet ready for prose- 
cution. 


SEEKS AN AMERICAN LOAN. 


Chamber of Commerce in Buenos 
Aires May Apply to Washington. 
BUENOS AIRES, July 12.—Officers 
and directors of the American Chamber 
of Commerce here have decided to ca- 
ble the Department of Commerce at 
Washington, asking if the War Finance 
Corporation or the Federal Reserve 
Board has the power to make a loan 
to the Chamber or a similar body. The 
loan, if it could be obtained, would be 
devoted to the relief of American busi- 
ness in Argentina, where American 
goods valued at millions of dollars are 
lying unaccepted and unpaid for. 

This action was taken on the initia- 
tive of Carlos Alfredo Tornquist, an offi- 
cer in an important Argentine banking 
house. He proposed io the Chamber 
that a loan up to $50,000,000, to run 
from one to three years, be requested, | 
so as to aid importers of Américan | 
goods in accepting and paying for 
merchandise at present in warehouses 
here, or in purchasing needed American 
products. He declared that this step 
would aid in returning the peso to its 
normal buying value, and thus would 
benefit trade relations between the 
United States and Argentina. 

The Chamber did not pass on the 
question of reqyesting a loan, but ap- 
pointed a committee to study the mat- 
ter, and decided to cable for informa- 
tion as to the possibility of such a step. 
In the course of the discussion of the 
matter yesterday it was pointed out 
that a considerable part of the Ameri- 
can goods that were not accepted by 
Argentine merchants on their arrival 
had been disposed of.

Representatives of all local branches | 
of the Neptune Association, one of the | 
large national organizations of deck | 
officers, will meet today at 15 Park 
Row to consider the proposals of thej| 
operators. The other organizations in- 
volved are the Masters, Mates and 
Pilots’ Association, the American 
Steamship Officers’ Association, the 
Shipmasters’ Club and the Marine So- 
ciety of New York. All are expected to 
act on the owners’ proposals this week. 

As a result of the strike of some of 
the unions because of unwillingness to 
accept the 15 per cent. wage cut, the 
steamship owners are unwilling to slgn 
written agreements with the deck of- 
ficers. Instead of such an agreement | 
an arrangement tis proposed, by which 
the wage rates which the owners say 
they will put into effect will continue to 
Dec, 31. 

Details of the terms submitted by the 
operators were not made public. Win- 
throp L. Marvin, Vice President of the 
American *Steamship Owners’ Associa- 
tion, said that they would not be finally 
decided upon until Tuesday, when the 
representatives of the unions will con- 
fer at il Broadway with the wage com-

URGES §.H. CHURCH] IN COTTON MARKET 


Carnegie Institute’s Head Would 
Have Every Road Fix Its 
Own Rates and Wages. 


WANTS UNIONS RESTRICTED 


Let Nation Pay What Roads Claim 
and Prosperity WIIl Start, He 
Tells Chautauquans. 


MOUNT GRETNA, Pa., July 12.—With 
“The Chained Giant’’ as his stated 
topic, Samuel Harden Church, President 
of the Carnegie Institute, who is also 
Secretary of the Pennsylvania System, 
cemprising companies west of Pitts- 
burgh, discussed the railroad situation 
before the Pennsylvania Chautauqua 
here today. 

The gist of his argument was con- 
tained in these sentences toward the 
end of his address: 

‘““Mr. Carnegie used to have a pleas- 
ant way of saying, in our friendly dis- 
cussion of any grave problem, that if 
he were Czar he would settle it thus 
and so. Well, in the same pleasant way, 
if I were Czar, I think I would settle 
the railroad problem in some such way 
as this: Repeal every restrictive and 
uneconomical law, either State or na- 
tional; use the Interstate Commerce 
Commission as an instrument mainly for 
auditing and accountirig; restrain labor 
from making combinations in restraint 
of trade ; organize unions on each road 
80 far as the men desired them, but pro- 
hibit co-operation with unions on other 
roads; elect conference courts, equally 
composed of employes and management, 
to have power to settle all disputes; re- 
store to the railroads the power to 
make rates and wages, each road for 
itself, and to issue securities; then 
create a central body, or general board 


of directors, of about twenty-five mem- 
bers, composed of railroad managers, 
bankers, manufacturers, farmers, em- 
ployes, and a member of the Cabinet, 
sitting ex officio, and to that body 
should be ven the power to review 
grave questions of wage and rate dis- 
putes, the issue of any extraordinary 
securities, the consolidation of the roads 
one with another, and generally to speak 
the last word on every subject worthy 
of its attention.’’ 


Holds All Interference Harmful. 


Mr. Church began with this premise: 
‘* Interference by a Government, either 


State or national, in the affairs of any 
business enterprise, will inevitably tend 
to reduce the individual initiative and 
progressive action of those in charge ex- 


actly in promentee to the share of the 
individual responsibility which they sur- 
render to the governing body.’’ 

He depicted the beginning of restric- 
tions on railroads and suggested that 
‘perhaps the pride of life and the ar- 
rogance of power provoked a spirit of 
opposition.” He went on: 

‘“‘When the railroad managers were 
prohibited from making rates based upon 
the cost of the service, the grim spectre 
of insolvency began to stalk in the near 
distance. Then came dictation in re- 
gard to appliances and methods of opera- 
tion. Then the right to make wages 
was taken away. Even the hours of em- 
ployment were fixed by law.” 

He commented severely on the enact- 
ment of the Adamson eight-hour law 
and declared of Government operation 
of the railroads during the war that 
it showed that ‘‘ political control and 
operating efficiency cannot go _ to- 
gether."” He cited instances of ‘how 
employes became clock watchers and 
a crept into the operation of the 
roads. 


Attacks Federation of Labor. 


As to labor, he said: . 
“‘ Another great source of danger to 
the railroads and to the American peo- 


ple is the One Big Union—the American 
Federation of Labor—which has ab- 
sorbed practically every labor organiza- 
tion in America. For, believe me, the 
One Big Union is already here, and un- 
less the American people control or dis- 
solve it, it will have our country by 
the throat just as the One Big Union in 
England is sonatas the strength and 
coe eg the life of the British Empire. 
No fair man objects to a labor union. 
Let each railroad have its own labor 
union, as far as the men on that rail- 
road may desire it, but the amalgama- 
tion of twd or more unions in any trade 
ought to be forbidden.’’ 

Mr. Church asserted that the Govern- 
ment had not maintained the railroads 
in proper condition and that there was 
now due the roads $400,000,000 for capi- 
tal expenditure, $400,000,000 for under- 
maintenance, and ee for guar- 
anteed earnings. n conclusion he re- 
called the nursery story of the old wom- 
an’s pig that would not go over the 
stile, then the dog, the stick, the fire, 
the water, the ox, the butcher, the rope, 
the rat and the cat, and how every- 
thing started when the cat got her mil 
His moral was: 

“A saucer of cream to the reliroads 
and all things in America shall be set 
in motion before nightfall.’’ 


ATTACKS RAILROAD HEADS. 


Grange Master Asserts That Of- 
ficlals Loaded War Payrolls. 


WASHINGTON, July 12.—High freight 
rates and the plight of carriers were at- 
tributed today to inefficiency of rail- 
road executives by John A.‘ McSparron, 
Master of the Pennsylvania State 
Grange, appearing before the Congres- 
sional Joint Commission on Agriculture. 
“Common men” would have been shot 
during the war for aiding the enemy, he 
said, if they had done some of the 
things some railroad executives did. 

‘* At my home,”’ he said, ‘‘ there was 
a division of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road where they had fifteen section 
hands before the war and put on fifty 
the minute the Government took con- 
trol. The railroad officials used to take 
the extra hands out in the woods and 
hide them when Federal inspectors came 
along. I watched them build up a $700 
payroll extra at a water tank, put on 
sixteen car cleaners at a station where 
there were not sixteen cars a day, and 
hime five men to watch one bridge and 
two superintendents for one side track 
freight yard. Mr. McAdoo had to use 
the railroad officials who were on the 
job.”’

Decline Attributed to Evening 
Up of Commitments After 
Nearly 2-Cent Advance. 


The declines in yesterday’s cotton mar- 
ket were not connected with any special 
news development, but more generally 
were attributed to an evening up of 
commitments after an advance of near- 
ly 2 cents a pound than to a material 
change in the situation. Perhaps the 
tendency to take profits or lMdquidate 
recent purchases was increased by pros- 
pects for clearing weather in the South- 
west and reports that India was refus- 
ing to pay the advance in prices asked 
for goods in the Manchester market. 
Otherwise, nothing was noted to account 
for the reactions cither in Liverpool or 
New York. 

Except for scattering liquidation of 
long accounts, with a moderate volume 
of hedge selling in the early and late 
markets, there appeared to be no par- 
ticular selling pressure. October con- 
trasts which had sold at 13.18 on the 
advance of Monday broke to 12.80 yes- 
terday afternoon and closed at 12.85, or 
28 points net lower. The general mar- 
ket opened 2 points lower to 4 points 
higher, sold 25 to 37 points below Mon- 
day’s final, and closed barely steady at 
a net decline of 15 to 36 points. 

Early cables reported continuance of 
the advance in Liverpool and the largest 
volume of spot business so far on the 
movement, sales aggregating 15,000 
bales, including 1,500 for export. The 
response of the New York market to 
this showing was restricted by reports 
of improving weather conditions over 
Texas and the circulation of July no- 
tices representing 2,800 bales, represent- 
ing the largest tenders since the first 
notice day. They caused scattering 
liquidation. July was relatively easy 
during the early trading, but steadied 
after selling 70 points under October. 
Meanwhile, Liverpool broke sharply un- 
der lHquidation of speculative long ae- 
counts. This promoted scattering liqui- 
dation of October and later months here, 


prices reaching the lowest points late in 
the afternoon. There was some South- 
ern selling early and apparently an in- 
crease of pressure from that source in 
the late trading, but trade interests were 
buyers on a scale down during the day 
and were credited with taking a good 
many contracts on the late break. 

The recent decline in sterling exchange 
probably accounted for some selling of 
late months here against purchases in 
Liverpool, and people with British trade 
connections say present exchange rates 
would justify a difference of 700 points 
between the two markets. There was 
also some further switching between 
months, and at the close last night Oc- 
tober was 60 points below March, com- 
pared with a discount of 93 points just 
before the bureau suggested that im- 
proving textile trade prospects abroad 
and small crop figures had been rela- 
tively stimulating in the spot markets.

PARIS, July 12.—Messages from New 

York and Italy saying that the heat had 

broken were the only comfort that 

came to Paris today. All morning the 
thermometer rose, and the only interest 
was to know whether it would succeed 
in breaking the record of yesterday. 

Outside the Matin Building it registered 

more than 98 degrees in the shade, two 

degrees more than yesterday, and within 

a few points of the Paris record of 1881. 
Two deaths from the heat occurred 

yesterday, and today its general effect 

on nerves, temper and health is strongly 
marked. Paris is feeling the strain, and 
the customary two hours for lunch of 
the French business man is being ex- 
tended into four so as to escape the 
fiercest heat of the day. All day long 
in the past few days the public baths 
in the Seine have been so full that the 
crowds have had to stand waiting for 
admission. The boulevard cafés report 
that they are selling each day two and 

a half times the amount of beer that 

they sell in a week in a cool season, 

while the sale of soft drinks is propor- 
tionally even heavier. The receipts of 
the theatres have fallen 20 per cent.

PLANES HUNT ARCTIC OIL. 


Canadian Alrmen Carry Drillers 
1,400 Miles From Edmonton.

BALTIMORE, July 12.—‘‘Wild-cat- 
ting’’ for ofl in the Arctic Circle with 
airplanes, used to cross a 1,400 mile 
gap of Arctic wicerness, 1s arousing a 
sporting interest in Canada, according 
to G. arrison Smith, President of the 
International Petroleum Company and 
Vice President of the Imperial Oil Com- 
poor of Canada, which is the Canadian 

tandard Oil. 

“We have just received word,” said 
Mr. Smith, who was here for the launch- 
ing of the 20,000-ton ship, G. Harrison 
Smith, of the Imperial Oil Company, 
at the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Compa: 
yards today, ‘‘that the two planes whic 
we sent north from Edmonton 1,400 
miles into the Arctic Circle, where the 
fields are located, have reached their 
destination. It was a great trip. They 
are metal machines and each carries 
eight passengers, besides freight. They 
have been farther North, probably, than 
any airplanes have ever gone before. 
They carried out drillers and their 
equipment. 

‘Of course, we are ‘wild-catting’ in 
experimenting with those fields. here 
is oil there—no doubt about that—an 
order of oil which does not freeze at 92 
degrees below zero. The problem is how 
to get it out. There is no road north 
to the point. Of course, it would cost 
millions to build a pipe line to Edmon- 
ton. Our engineers have not even begun 
to figure on that cost. In the meantime 
the International Petroleum Company 
has made a major find of oil in Co- 
lumbia.”’

PRESIDENT SIGNS 
THE NAVAL BILL 


Becomes Law With Retroactive 
Resolation—T otal Appropria- 
tions About $410,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, July 12.—The annual 
Naval Appropriation bill was signed 
late today by President Harding. The 
bill carries about $410,000,000 and its 
signing ended the technical lapse of 
navy funds which had existed since June 
30. Under a resolution which atcompa- 
nied the bill the appropriations were 
made retroactive to July 1 to cover any 
technical deficits because of the lapse. 

Enactmert of the bill was agreed upon 
after the Senate had abandoned its fight 


for amendments authorizing the con- 
struction of new airplane carriers and 
Pacific Coast naval stations. As finally 
accepted it carries the Borah amend- 
ment ‘‘ authorizing and requesting ’’ the 
President to call a three-power naval 
disarmament conference. 

The bill represents a decrease of about 
$86,000,000 in the original Senate figures 
and an increase of about $14,000,000 over 
those first advocated by the House.
